CHAPTER 148. 
GENERAL LEVY FOR STATE PURPOSES. 

H. Jl'. 'lB. 

AN ACT to provide for the general levy for state purposes for 'he year nineteen hundred 
(1900) and subsequent years. 

Be it enacted by the Ge:nmal Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. State levy. The executive council shall in the year nine­
teen hundred (1900) fix the rate per centum to be levied' upon the valuation 
of the taxable property of the state necessary to yield for general state 
purposes approximately to [the] sum of fourteen hundred thousand dollars 
(*1400,000.t0) and in the year nineteen hundrtd and one (1901) shall Ax the 
rate necessary to yield approximately fifteen hundred thousand dollars 
~~~~ . 

SEc. 2. Council to certify rate to county auditor. The executive 
council shall certify the rate necessary to the auditor of each county. 

SEc. 8. In e:trect. This act, being deemed of immediate importance, 
shall take effect and be in force from and after ita publication in the Iowa 
State Register and Des Moines Leader, newspapers published in the city of 
Des Moines, Iowa.

CHAPTER 149. 
STATE AND JUDICIAL OFFICERS, STATE AND OTHER EXPENSES. 

8. F. 888. 

AN ACYX making appropria,lons for the payment of state and judlolal omcers, state and 
other expenses. 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Appropriation-how drawn. Tha.t there is hereby 
appropriated, out of any money in the state treasury not otherwise appro· 
priated, an amount sufficient to pay the salaries of the various ofticers, 
whose salaries are now fixed by law, and payable from the state treasury, 
and the auditor of state shall draw warrants therefor in favor of the ofticers 
entitled thEreto, in monthly installments, when not otherwise provided by 
law. 

SEc. 2. Money not expended. There is further appropriated from 
the state treasury, for a term of two years ending March 31st, 1902, the fol­
lowing sums, or so much thereof as may be necessary, to-wit: Provided 
that on the first day of April succeeding the meeting of the regular session 
of the general assembly all moneys appropriated in this act, and remaining 
unexpended, shall be and are hereby covered into the state treasury. 
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SEc. 8. Clerical help-contingent fund-supplies, etc. For the 
office of auditor of state for the biennial period, as per joint resolution No. 
7, sixteen thousand eight hundred and forty dollars (116,840.00). For the 
office of the attorney general for the biennial period, as per joint resolution 
No.7, five thousand five hundred and sixty dollaTs (15560.00). For the 
office of state mine inspector, for the biennial period, as per joint resolution 
No. 7, one thousand five hundred and sixty dollars (I1560.0J). To the rail­
road commissioners for clerical help, as per joint resolution No. 7, and 
expenses for the biennial period, the sum of eight thousand dollars (18000.00). 
For geological survey, as per joint resolution No. 7, seven hundred and 
eighty dollars ($780.00). For the office of clerk of the supreme couTt for 
the biennial period, as per joint resolution No. 7, five thousand 1ive hundred 
and twenty dollars (15520.00). For the incidental expenses of the chief 
j 11stice of the s11preme court for the biennial period, the sum of three thou­
sand five hundred dollars (18500.00); also for the bailiff of the supreme court 
rooms, as per joint resolution No. 7, one thousand, five hundred and sixty 
dollars (11560.00). For the office of dairy commissioner for clerk hire for 
three months, as per joint resolution No. 7, two hundred and twenty-five 
dollars (1225.00). For expenses of the commissioner, a~sistant commis­
sioner, and deputy, and for milk inspection, the s11m of ni'te thousand dol­
lars (19000 00) for the biennial period. For the office of the treasurer of 
state for the biennial period, as per joint resolution No. 7, for salaries and 
incidental expenses, the sum of nine thousand, seven hundred and twenty 
dollars (19720.00). For the office of the superintendent of public instruction 
for the biennial period, as~ joint resolution No.7, three thousand, eight 
hundred and eiglity dollars (13880.00). For the office of state librarian for 

·the biennial period, as psr joint resolution No. 7, thirteen hundred and 
twenty dollars (11820.00). For the office of the supreme court reporter for 
the biennial period, as per joint reJOlution No. 7, twelve hundred dollars 
(11200.00). For the office or the secretary of state for the biennial period, 
as .per joint resolution No. 7, eleven thousand eight h11ndred dollars 
(111800.00). For the ofllce of the governor for the biennial perio!J, the sum 
of fourteen thousand nine hundred dollars (114900.00), for the payment of 
room·rent for the governor for the biennial period twelve hundred dollars 
(Jl200.00), and for the expenses of employing additional counsel when nec­
essary, under the provisions of sections sixty· three (63) and sixty-four (64) 
of the code, two thousand dollars (12000.00); for return of paroled prisoners 
the sum of flfteen hundred dollars (11500.00). For employes under the cus­
todian for the biennial period, as per joint resolution No. 7, thirty-eight 
thousand nine hundred sixty dollars (188,960.00). For providential contin· 
gencies, the sum of thirty-five thousand dollars (135,000.00), to be expended 
in accordance with the provisions of section one hundred seventy (170) of 
the code, said amount to be under the control of the executive council, and 
all payments from said •sum shall first receive its unanimous approval. 
Any expenditures under this section shall be reported in detail by the 
auditor of state in his biennial report. There is hereby appropriated nine 
thousand three hundred dollars (:t!9800.00). to be expended under the direc· 
tion of the executive council, under the provisions of section one hundred 
and sixty-four (164) of the code. There is hereby appropriated the sum of 
sixLy-seven thousa.Q.d dollars (167000.00), t~ be expended under the direction 
of the executive council, under the provisions of sections one hundred and 
sixty-five (165) and one hundred and sixty-eight (168) of the code. For the 
payment of mail carrier for the capitol the sum of twenty-two hundred dol· 
lara (12200.00), for the biennial period. For the offioo of the secretary of 
the executive council, as per joint resolution No. 7, for the biennial period, 
the sum of seven thousand and eighty dolla.rs (17030.00). There is hereby 
a.ppropria.ted for the purpose of advertising laws to be expended under the 
provisions of section thirty-six (86) of the code the sum of one thousand 
dollars (11000.00). There is hereby a.ppropria.ted !or the purp:>se of pa.ying 
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freight, expresstge, and drayage, the sum of four thousand, five hundred 
dollal's ($!600.00) for the biennia.lpariod. T~ the members of the executive 
council for extra. services for the years 1900 and 1901 the sum of one thou­
sa.nd [dollars] ($1000. 00) each, and warrants sha.ll be issued monthly therefor 
at the end of each month. 

SEc. 4. Vouchers. Each of the foregoiDg named officers shall furnish 
vouchers therefor, containing the items of such expendituxes, to the auditor 
of state before any warrants shall issue therefor, and the amounts thereof, 
and to whom paid, shall be reported to the next general assembly. 

SEc. 5. Interest due permanent school fund. For the purpose of 
paying the interest on the indebtedness of the state to the permanent 
school fund, the sum of thirteen hundred and thirteen dollars ($1818.00), which 
is to l:e in full of such interest on such indebtednes!', and the auciitor of state 
shall draw warrants for the above appropriation a.s Raid interest shall 
become due. 

SEc. 6. Lieutenant-governor. To J. C. Milliman. lieutenant-gov­
ernor, a.s president of the senate, eleven hundred dollars ($1100.00). 

SEc. 7. Speaker of house. To D. H. Bowen, as speaker of the house 
of representatives, the sum of five hundred and fifty dollars ($550.00), which 
sum shall be in addition to his salary as member of the house. 

SEc. 8. Badges. To Drysdale and Hall for badges eighteen and 50-100 
dollara ($18.50). 

SEc. 9. Flags. To the W. P. Chase Co. for two fiags, twenty·two and 
75-1CO dollars ($~2- 75). · 

SEC. 10. Chaplains. For chaplains of the senate and house the sum 
of seven hundred and twenty dollars ($720. 00), or so much as may be necessary; 
warruts therefor to be drawn in favor of the persons entitled thereto, who­
shall l:e d£termined by the auditor of state upon the certified statement of 
the president of the senate and speakc>r of the house. 

SEc. 11. Temporary speaker. To M. L. Temple, as presiding officer 
of tbe house two days, five dollars ($6.00) per day, ten dollars ($10.00). 

SEc. 12. Same. To C. W. Stewart, as presiding officer of the hous& 
one day1 five dollars ($5.00). 

SEc. 18. State binder for journal cases, etc •. To Lafayette Young, 
for making seventy-nine senate journal cases, one hundred and ten ho1I88 
journal cases, fifty-two house bill cases, fifty ssnate bi11'3ases and furnishing 
three gross of &hoe laceP, one hundred and twenty and 90-100 dollars ($120. 90). 

SEc. 14. Indezln.g journals. To the secretary of state or.e hundred 
and twenty-five dollars ($125.00) as compensation for indexing the journals of 
the senate and house of the Twenty-ei~~thth General Assembly. 

SEc. 15. Advertising notices. To pay for advertising notices of 
intention to apply for pardon of certain persons confined in the peniten­
tiaries for life for the crime of murder in the first degree, one hundred and 
four and 75-100 dollars ($104. 75). 

SEc. 16. Badges. To Drysdale and Hall, for badges for house of repre­
sentativel!, sixteen and 75-100 dollars ($16. 75). 

BEe. 17. Chairs. To L. Harbach, for chairs for gov_ernor, president of 
the senate, and speaker of the house one hundred and sixty dollars ($160.00). 

SEc. 18. Storage rooms. For the rent of &torage rooms for use of the 
adjutant general for the biennial period the sum of sixteen hundted dollars 
($1600.00), the same to be expended under the direction of the governor. 

SEc. 19. Expert exa.mtners. For services in examining the financial 
bnsinessof thelowaa.griculturalsociety, and making report, toL. F. Smith, 
five days, twenty-five dollars (125.00); to E. W. Brooks for three days, 
fifteen dollars ($15 00). 

SEC. 20. Tables. To Philip Harbach & Co., for seven tables, eleven 
and 55-100 dollars ($11.55). 

SEc. 21. Globe docket :fUes. To Biker-Trisler Co. for two globe dockeh 
:ftles, four dollars ($4.00). 
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SEC. 22. Examiner for retrenchment and reform committee. To 
P. H. Skinner, as examiner for retrenchment and reform committee, exam­
ining the otJlces of the various oftlcers in the state house, twelve days' serv­
ices at ten dollara Ce10.00) per day, one hundred and twentJ dollars (e120.00).

To Bankers Life asssociation to balance 
of special assessment of paving against lots one and two, block seven, 
Scott's addition to Des Mofnes, evidenced by Des Moines _paving certificates 
Nos. 17159, ed 17159-! for two hundred and nine dollars (~09.00) each, upon 
which payment for the first and second installment of each certificate

SEc. 86. Examining accounts of state o:fft.cers. To P. H. Skinner 
for uamining accounts of state oftlcers two hundred and seventy five dol­
lars (e275.00); and to H. F. Blackburn for examining accounts of state 
oftlcers two hundred and eeventy-five dollars (P75.00). 

SEC. 87. Water closets and lavatory. For putting in water closets 
and one lavatory, and making sewer connections in the cellar three hundred 
and ftfty dolla-rs (e850.00). 

SEc. 88. Sidewalk. To construct sidewalk on the north side of Map~e 
street in front of block twenty-seven in Stewart's addition three hundred 
dollars (eBOO. 00). 

SEc. 89. Other expenses. To the executive council to meet expenses 
provided for b.J Jaw, but for which no appropriation is made, the sum of t1to 
thousand dollars (POOO.OO). The auditor of state shall draw warrants for 
the same upon vouchers audited by the executive council. 

SEc. 40. Court costs. To C. T. Jones, clerk of the supreme court, 
costs in the case of John R. Prime v. F. M. Drake, governor, et al., fifty­
eight and 50-100 dollars Ce58.50). 

SEC. 41. Same. To J. C. Tate, clerk of the district court of Polk county, 
Iowa, for court costs in the case of John R. Prime v. Francis M. Drake, 
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governor, et a1., :fifty-two and 90-100 ('52.90), and for costs in case of James 
BellaDger v. Gao. L. DJbson, secretary of state, eleven dollars and 10-100 
(,11.10). 

SEc. 42. Railway fare. The board of control may pay to the state 
architect, in addition to compensation now provided, the cash disburse­
ments of such architect for railway fare while engaged in the business of 
the state, which shall only be paid as provided in section six of chapter one 
hundred and eighteen (118) of the laws of the 27th General Assem­
bly, and there is hereby appropriated two thousand dollars (,2000.00) !or 
the biennial period. · 

SEC. 43. Election contest. To F. S. Gibson for expenses and attor­
ney fees in the Gibson v. Cottrell contest case, one hundred and forty­
nine and 41·100 dollars ('149.41). 

SEc. 44. Same. To J. C. Cottrell for costs and attorney fees in the 
Gibson v. Cottrell case. eighty-two and 50-100 (e82.50). 

SEc. 45. Same. To J. C. Kistle, county auditor of Piymo"Q.th county, 
for expenses in answer to subpooo.a in the Gibson-Cottrell contest case, 
sixty-nine and 40-100 dollars (169.40).

CHAPTER 150.

AN ACT making appropriations for the construction, repair, surport, and contingent 
funds for the state hospitals, the penitentiaries, the Industria schools for boys and 
girls, the inatitutlon for feeble-minded children, the school for the deaf, college for the 
blind, the soldiers' orphans' home, and the soldiers' home. 

Be it enacted btl the General ABBmnbly of the State of Iowa: 

SECTION 1. Appropriation. Tha.t there is hereby appropriated out of 
any money in the state treasury not otherwise appropriated the sum of 
seven hundred and sixty-four tnousand, one hundred and seventy-four 
dollars and ninety-three cents ('76i,174.93), !or the construction, repair, 
&upport·, and contingent funds for the state hos)?ita.ls, the penitentiaries, 
the industrial schools !or toys and girls, the institution for feeble-minded 
children, the school for tha deaf, college !or the blind, the soldiers 
O!Jlhans' homE", and the soldiers' home. 

SEC. 2. How drawn and expended. All money herein appropriated 
shall be drawn from the state treMury and expended in the manner pro­
vided by chapter one hundred and eighteen (llb) of the acts of the Twenty­
seventh (27th} General Assembly. Any unexpended balancea may be 
expended at the discretion of the board of control for the betterment of 
any of the institutions named in this act. 
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
